ground quite as radical as hat assumed 
by Senator Morton and other Republi- 
cans in cither Houaa of Congress, when 
the bills were panned, in claiming the 
extent of the enlargnd powers of that 
body under the recent constitutional 
amendments. 
Senator 
Whyte, 
of 


Maryland, a lawyer of ability, who 
scanned the opinion closely, remarked 
that it covered tho whole ground, and 
left no loophole of escape, for the re- 
sponsibility ot state officers lo the Fed- 
eral judiciary in elections for Federal 
officers. 
Another distinguished Demo- 


cratic member of tho bar n»id : " The 
court has swallowed the whole hog of 
unadulterated Radicalism, head, feet, 
tail, and bristles." The effect of the 
opinion ot tho court is that hereafter, 
at all elections for members of the 
Hoase of Representatives and tor Pres- 
idential electors, the state election nffi 
eers are not only responsible to the 
State authorities for the proper dis- 
charge of their duties under the Slate 
laws, but can also be held accountable 
both under the State and Federal laws 
regulating the conduct of elections to 
the Federal iiuthorities.

Slates Marshals at all Federal elections, 
as in many ot the States the most im- 
portant local elections, and as tho Uni- 
ted States officials are declared to have 
the authority to onlorco the State, as 
woll as the Federal laws, it is not diffi- 
cult to see what an important influence 
the United States officials may exert in 
preventing frauds in State elections. 
As is natural, the decisions of to-day, 
following on those of last Monday, 
have been received with much rejoicing 
in Republican political circles, and 
when tho Republican parly regains con- 
trol of Congress additional legislation 
concerning tho conduct of elections 
will be enacted. Will the Democratic 
majority in Congress, in tho face of the 
decision of tho Supreme Court, refuse 
to mate appropriations for tho pay of 
the deputy marshals?
